ArroHt of an Elderly Gentleman In tli» Act 
of SteaLtajx — A Biiltjruiar Assortment of 
g stolon Property. 

Last evening a gentleman entered 
Bancroft's book-store and was dotect- 
od in tho act of stealing two btfoks. 
He was at onco placed under arrest 
and taken to tho City Prison. Ho then 
gave tho name of Gr. E. Parmelee. He 
is a man about 50 years old, of gentle- 
manly appearance, and evidently a 
yery intelligent person. His room at 
±o 78 Tehama street was visited, and 
'an iuiUtoiiRoarnount of property was dis- 
covered stowed away in trunks and 
boxes, most, if not all of which, is be- 
lieved to be stolen There are about 
v two hundred hooks taken from book- 
stores; large stacks of writing paper of 
all descriptions, boxes of envelopes, 
bottles of cologne, vest patterns, hand- 
kerchiefs, corkscrews, loather taken 
from boot stores, uppers ready to be 
manufactured, two or three boxes of 
laundry soap, a dozen quart bottles of 
ink and a multitude of other articles 
of every description. Parmelee says 
that ho Las been about six mouths 
collecting this assortment, and that 
Bot a single article which ho has taken 
has been sold. Ho has an irresistible 
impulse to take other people's prop- 
erty, and at the time ho was discover- 
ed iuliancroft's stores, ho had entered 
in consequence of tho impulse which 
moved him when he saw the door open. 
Ho lays that ho can tell from' what 
•places ninc-tenthf, of all thisfproperty 
has been taken, and wishes to make 
restitution. Parmolee is stated to be 
a stock operator. Ho is a graduato of 
the University of Michigan, class of 
1845 — tho first-clues graduated. He 
has received the degree of M. A., and 
is a classmate of Thomas B. Gumming, 
Ex.-Grovernor of Nebraska, and of 
Fletcher 0. Marsh, Professor of 
Mathematics and Natural Science in 
Dennison University. Ho has retain- 
ed his old college text- books, and in a 
box, carefully packed, arc Horace, "Vir- 
gil and other classical works, with a 
few volumes of Pope's translations. 

Since tho ahovo was written it has 
been learned that Parmelee hud made 
friends with a clerk in Roman's & Co.'s 
storo, where ho was a frequent visitor, 
and where ho was highly regarded. 
He offered, to let tho clerk in to some 
good things in mining, thus' gaining 
bis conQdenco and getting au oppor- 
tunity to make frequent visits to tho 
store. At Bancroft's last night he 
* entered and looked over some books, 
and then sat down and read ouo. Tho 
watchman of tho firm named Welsh, 
who was at that time standing outside 
happened to see Parmelee put two 
books in his pocket. When tho man 
came out Welsh passed him in the 
door and touched his pocket. Ho was 
thus satisfied that the man had the 
books, ana suggested that ho had for- 
gotten to pay for them. Parmelee re- 
turnod, and during tho conversation 
which followed, Mr. Bancroft, sent for 
Sergeant Shields, who took him into 
custody, and afterwards worked up the 
case. 

"About §500 worth of property has 
been recovered. As far as tho property 
can be identified it is known that 
about sixty bocks were taken from 
Bancroft & Co.'sstoro; about the -iame 
number from the stoio of Roman & Co; 
a largo amount of paper from Moses 
Beach, and twolvo French book.-: from 
Lewis Gregoire's establishment.— S. 
P. Bulletin.

EXTENSIVE ROBBERY. 



A Gang of Masked Burglars Clear out 
the Keesville, N. Y.. National 
Bank. 



(Associated Press Telegram,) 
PiiATTsnuiio.N. Y,,July 7.— Nine mask- 
ed burglars broke into tho Keesville Na- 
tional Bank this morning. Tho only 
night watchmen on duty in tho village 
wore three men employed by the Ausable 
Horso Mail Company. These men wore 
seized by the burglars about one a. m., 
gagged, hound, and loft in charge of ono 
of tho gang with a loaded revolver iu his 
band. The other oight men went across 
tho street to tho bank, broke opon tho 
door, and blow open tho safe -a spheri- 
cal iron ono— and returned two hours 
later, when the whole gang disappeared. 
Tho watchmen succeeded iu raising au 
ahu m at 5 a. m. Tho main loss will fall 
on parties whoso funds were in tho bank 
for safe keeping. The loss to regular de- 
positors is Blight, and tho financial sta- 
bility of the bank is not affected.

National Bank of Keesville was robbed 
last night of the eutiro contents of the 
safe. Tho bank loses $7,000 iu currency, 
$6,000 town of Chesterfield bonds, $1,000

Thop.trties 
who left packages in tho bank for safe- 
keeping uava lost to the amount of from 
SCO, 000 to 800,000. Bills receivable of 
tho bank and collection notes were also 
taken.

BAILWAY TRAFFIC STOPPED. 



Oombbbi-ahd, July 21.— TUe freight 
oars at this place were broken opeu this 
morning by the mob and a largo quantity 
of proviHious and other things woro car- 

" WaSiton, July 21.— Tho President 
Las issued a yrobiamation ordering all 
riotcra to disperse 

PiTTsnuuo, Pa., July 21.— A dreadful 
riot occurred nt tho outer depot of tuo 1 . 
R.R. about an hour ago. A number of 
mon and nevoral women and children wero 
killed aud wounded. Soven dead havo 
boeu takon from the scene, aud it is not 
known how many are yet to bo gathered 
up. The firing was dono by tho Phila- 
delphia militia. Ouo of their own men 
and one of tho soldiers are killed by the 
strikers. All say tho lire was unprovok- 
ed. The excitement is tremendous. A 
largo body of men loft for the Alleghany 
ar.se"al a few moment, ago. With tho 
avowed purpose of seizing tho arms stor- 
ed there to bo used in repelling tho mili- 

tl! lNDiANAPOi.is, July 21.— Freight trains 
wore stopped on the Ohio and Mississippi 
road at Vineennes this afternoon, but 
without violenuo. The passenger trains 
bavo not boen interfered with. 

Baltimore, July 21.— At 10.130 about 30 
rioters attempted 'to break into tho gun 
storo of McComas.on South Calvert street 
toward Lombard, to seize guns. The 
windows were smashed when tho police 
appeared, arrested tho rioters, and took 
them to the station house. 

Pittshcho, July 21.— At 4 o'clock tho 
Philadelphia troops left Union depot for 
the disturhanco at Twenty-eight street 
crossing, marching along tho track, the 
sheriff preceding with a poseo. Tho sher- 
iffs intended to make arrests by aid of the 
military, and a conflict was expected. 
Thoy airived about 5 o'clook and tho stri- 
kers completely blocked tho track. The 
Black Hussars of Philadelphia heiug una- 
ble to clear tho track another company 
was ordered to their assistance. Tho mil- 
itary advanced with fixed bayonots, but 
tvero met with a shower of stones and mis- 
siles from tho crowd. They opened firo 
on tho crowd indiscriminately and in ra- 
pid Bucdfssion. 

At half-past 5 the crossing was iu poss- 
ession of tho military. Every few min- 
utes the crowd would become paniestrick- 
en and a stampede would take place. Tha 
terrible results of the volley has caused 
intense excitouient throughout tho city, 
and it is fearod another attack will be 
made on tho military as soon ns the mob 
cau be reorganized aud provided with ain- 
. munition.

city, whiah is virtually in tho hands of 
on armed mob composed of laborers, iron 
workers, coal miners, stevedores and 
others, who aro in full sympathy with tho 
strikers. A largo mob visited Johnson's 
gun factory on Smitufield street about 7 
o'clock this evening and armed them- 
selves, and another, and still larger, crowd 
has just tinished tho demolition of Bown's 
establishment on Wood .street, which thoy 
completely gutted and thin marched down 
Fifth a-onuo with drums beating and 
flags flying. Thoy numbered nearly 3,000. 
As yet thoy havo not shown any inclina- 
tion to destroy any thing, It is reported 
that the Alleghany arsenal is in the hands 
of the rioters. The Philadelphia militia 
aro besieged iu tho round house at the 
outer depot, and their position is consi- 
dered very critical. 

PursnuBO, July 22. — Sheriff Fife's dead 
body lias just been brought in from tho 
outer depot. Ma]'. Gen. Pearson in badly 
wounded. 

A number of citizens went to tho Phil 
adelphia soldiers, who aro entrenched in 
tho Pennsylvania houso, to-night, and 
begged them to leave tho city, a-) a gun 
oral massacre is feared. Thoy wero una- 
ble to do so on account of tho surround- 
ing mob. Three of tho soidiors, who at- 
tempted to slip out singly, wero shot und 
instantly killod. Two citizens wero shot 
down on Liberty street a short time ago. 

Chicago, July 22—3:00 P. M. — Specials 
from Pittsbnrg since i this morning, give 
tho following interesting facts not already 
telegraphed: Cannon shots were tiro.} at 
tho 000 military cooped up in tho round 
house by tho 20, OUO persons, including 
women and obildren, who wero aiding 
and urging the strikers. Pillaging mean 
time flourishes, though private property 
is untouched, 

■ WORN YKNOEAJtOK. 

At 4:45 eight mon were killed by the 
soldiers, and their comrades swore ven- 
geance over their dead bodies, declaring 
that not one of tho military should escape. 
At that hour two of the three hundred 
cars wero burned, and tho mob wero 
threatcnirg to burn every car between 
Pittsburg and East Liberty stock-yards 
fiv© miles distant. Tho wires are cut at 
Last Liberty. Up to that hour three 
hundred and fifty persons wore killed and 
about 100 wounded, At 7:15 many in- 
farintod men still surrounded tho round 
house, aud tho soldiers had taken refuge 
in tho pits, which was an admirable de- 
fense, Nobody was allowed to pass tho 
dead lino at tho peril of life. The mob 
had lost tho cannon and wero trying to 
"ecapturo it from tho soldiers by running 
cars between it aud the building, so nu 
to form ii defense against the soldiers' 
ritles. Many cars were burned with grain 
and provisions. The loss is roughly es- 
timated at 92,000,000. It was thon ru- 
mored that the company woul 1 acccdo to 
tho strikers' demands. Tho soldiers wero 
denied food and couldn't sleep and wero 
getting desperate. 

At 5 o'clock vho cars before tho trans- 
fer office, laden with combustible materi- 
al wore fired and burst, spreading tho 
flames everywhere. The Philadelphia 
troops thereupon, at 7:40, left tho round 
house and fired upon tho crowd. Tho 
walls of tho main office soon after foil and 
tho soldiers wero driven back into the 
shop. At 7:46 tho military formed a s. lid 
column ami went down Liberty street 
with a Catling gun in front, and outdo 
for the Aliecrbany arsenal, where the fir- 
ing soon commenced. At 8:20 tho upper 
round houso caught from tho burning 
freight ours and it, with _ 70 froight en- 



$1,000,000. Tho building is a mass of 
ruins. 

At 8:30 tho Union lino oflieo caught hro 
and in fifteen minuteB was levolod to tho 
ground. Houses ou Liberty street caufdit 
lire, but the etgines wore allowed to play 
ou and put out tun flames. Thero is little 
danger of a general conflagration. Upon 
arriving at the arsenal, tho United States 
troops refused admission to the Philftdol- 
phians, and tko latter continued ou and 
wove last heard of at Alleghany, whore 
they are partially disorganized. 

At 0:30 this morning tho . difficulty 
seemed about over. Tho mob shot one of 
tho Philadolphiaris as tho troops marchod 
through tho streets, aud ho was left where 
ho foil. Tho crowd fiercely advanced 
where ho lay groaning and shot him again. 
Three soldiers wero killed eu route. It 
iH rumored that tho Philadolphians left 
12 of thoir rogirnent dead in tho round 
houso. 

At noon it was roportod tho Philadol- 
phians wore demoralized aud retreating 
towards Sliarpsburg hills. Fires are still 
raging and the firemen uro not allowed to 
work at railroad property. Thieves aro 
constantly at work. A citizens uioeting 
was called at 12:30. The strikers _ held 
two guns captured from tho military. 
Railroad officials had all loft tho city, 
fa uing thoir lives. 

Luadino, July 23. — Sovoral thousand 
persons assembled along tho Beading 
Bailroad this afternoon and stoppod tho 
freight, coal and passenger trains, only 
permitting mail trains to proceed. At 8 
o'clock this evening seven companies of 
the -1th regiment of National Guards of 
Pennsylvania arrived and proceeded along 
the railroad to Pennsylvania stroot. While 
in the deep cut extending two squares 
from Walnut to Pennsylvania street the 
soldiers wore assailed with stones and 
immediately began firing, it is alleged, 
without orders, doing bad work among 
the immense concourse of people in tho 
vicinity, among whom wore many res- 
pectable citizeus, as well as ladies and 
children. The troops fired down Seventh 
and up and down Pennsylvania street. 
Five poisons aro known to bo killed and 
from eighteen to tweufc.v-flve wounded, 
several mortally wounded. 

RuADiNo, July 24, 2 P.M.— Tho killed 
and wounded is 37 instantly killed and 14 
soldiers wounded. 

Cleveland, July 25.— Prcsidont Van- 
derbilt declines to iaake any concessions 
to the strikers. Livestock is dying hero 
of thirst. Cars of dead fowls make a ter- 
rible stench. 

Buffalo, July 23. — This afternoon 2,- 
000 rioters captured from 200 soldiers the 
Lake Shore round houso and drove tho 
military. 

Dethoit, July 14.- Later information 
received here states that the strike is gen- 
eral all along tho Chicago and Canada 
Southern main lino and Toledo and Do- 
troit division. A mooting . Was hold at 
Grosse Isle last evening and resolutions 
adopted demanding that tho company re- 
store wages to the same standard thoy 
wore boforo the roeent reduction, estab- 
lish a regular pay day and immediately 
advance the three months' back pay now- 
due. 

Louisville, July 23. — Tho order re- 
ducing tho pav ■:!' the mon oa tho Louis- 
ville aud Cincinnati Bailroad and tho

navy departments to-day in consultation 
with Secretaries MeCrary and Thompson. 
All the ironclads are ordered to bo pre- 
pared for service immediately, Citizeus 
wore in consultation to-day with Sec re 
taries MoCrary and Thompson, and wero 
assured that tho government force is am- 
ple and in position to be readily available 
for tho protection of botli public and pri- 
vate property iu Washington. 

Buffalo, July 23. — At a meeting of 
Erie men they wero told no other terms 
then those offered by tho road would be 
made. John Livingstone, representing 
English stockholders, was among tho 
strikers seeking to compromise. 

Pittsburg, Jul}- 24. — Mob law has run 
its course in our community, and order 
reigns again. Yesterday opttned omin- 
ously, but by night a full feeling of se- 
curity became general, and this morning 
it is conceded that tho crisis has been 
passed. The committee of public safety 
lias tho city under surveillance. Volun- 
teer companies of citizens and local mili- 
tia co-operate in keeping guard. Tho 
police force has boon strengthened, and 
is able to cope with any riot iu its inci- 
pienoy. The situation on different rail- 
roads remains unchanged. 

PrrrsBUHG, July 23.— Tho Pittsburg 
and Fort Wayne road has notified thoir 
mon that thoy accede to thoir demands 
and will pay wages tho same as before tho 
the roil notion. Tho men are now busy 
getting the road in running order. It is 
likely the Cleveland and Pittsburg and 
Erie and Pittsburg will bo ablo to run as 
usual. 

Cincinnati, July 23.— Affairs at Pitts- 
burg create intonso excitement in this 
city. Tho workingmou's mans meeting 
this afternoon was addressed from three 
stands. At a stand where tho speaking 
was in German, the Communist flag w'as 
displayed. 

New Yoke, July 22.— Great excitement 
has boen caused in this city by the terri- 
ble accounts from Pittsburg. Erio olll- 
cials say tho strike is not extending along 
their lines , and no violence has taken 
place. Thoy aro confident of getting their 
train through to Hornellsville aud dis- 
persing the strikers by to-morrow. 

Chicago. July 24. 11 P. M. — At this 
hour everything is quiet;tho strikers havo 
not, boon out this evening, except as a fow 
were present at a communist meeting 
held on Market Square, This mooting was 
broken up about 11 o'clock by poliob- 
men.

Bulgarians. 

New York, July 2:1— Tho Rusaiuns dur- 
ing the week past havo proclaimed ltttlo 
but performed prodigies in war. All par- 
ties now admit their great buccoss. The 
Oglo Turks are in a panic Tho general 
deduction from tho latest news is that a 
considerable Russian forco is marching 
rapidly to Ad riuuoplo.whilo another forco 
holds in chock tho Turkish army who 
wore to havo delondod Sohopka pass. Tho 
recent sudden changes in Turkish com- 
manders aro significant of Turkish disas- 
ter. Before Abdul Kerim'a successor oan 
re.-et his command tho Russians will pro- 
bably havo rendered his operations des- 
perate. The chance.; are, however, that 
tho recent Russian demonstrations wero 
only preparatory, aud that some tinio will 
yet elapse before any grand combined 
movement into tho country south of the 
Balkans will be attempted, if indeed it is 
done before Rubtchuk is reduced. Gon. 
Gourklyas' brilliant movemont across tho 
mountains has unmasked tho Turkish de- 
fense and demonstrated ils inefficiency. 
With the railroad from Rustohuk cut and 
tho seizure of tho railroad running to- 
wards Adrianople, which now seems im- 
minent, tho position of tho fortified Turk- 
ish camp of Hhunila and the whole qua 
(trilateral, will be seriously compromised. 
Military exports hero predict that unless 
the Turks can fight a great open battle 
with success, at an early day, the Russian 
lino of communication will 'bo placed be- 
yond danger, while Turkish communica- 
tions leading to the quadrilator .1 will be 
greatly endangered if not destroyed. Then 
the Turkish position will be not uuliko 
Loo's when ho surrendered at Appotto- 
ninx. oxeept that a considerable portion 
of tho Turkish army may bo ablo to avoid 
surrender by a fatal flight toward Varna. 

Constantinople, J nly 22.— Osman Pas- 
ha telegraphed the Porto from Plevna, 
under date of July 19 th: At noon today 
wo commenced a desperate engagement, 
lasting until evening. Wo inflicted con- 
siderable loss on tho anciriy, and foroed 
him to abandon tho greater part of his 
position. A second dispatch from Osman 
Pasha, dated tho 20th, says to day three 
strong Russian corps attacked our lines, 
but were routed, with innumerable killed, 
and also the loss of threo ammunition wa- 
gons, one train of artillery, and an im- 
mense quantity of arms and equipments. 

New York, July 22.— Tho Times' Lou- 
don special says it is reported tint an at- 
tempt was made Thursday morning to as- 
sassinate tho Czar while ho was on his 
way to inspect tho outposts near one of 
the lately captured positions. When tho 
Czar was dismounting a shot was heard 
und immediately an offloor of his staff was 
dangerously wounded. Tho Czar narrow- 
ly escaped through tho shell er of an om- 
bankmont. 

The Timos' special from Shuuila Hays 
whatever justification th. ro may be as to 
reprisals there is no doubt that tho Cos- 
Backs, Bulgarians and Russian troops are 
committing tho most fearful atrocities on 
helpless Musselmans, non-combatants 
and fugitives. Men, women and children 
are alike subject to their cruolty. 

It is roportod that tho Russians havo 
been defeatad in a fierce fight near Ploo- 
na, Homo 20 miles south of Nikopolis, but 
notwithstanding this, panic prevails hero 
and at Varna. Another account says news 
reached hero yesterday that a largo Rus- 
sian forco attacked tho Turks under Os- 
man Pasha, covering Pluvona, Otnian 
Pasha made a successful defence. After a 
conflict of Ion hours tho Russians wore 
defeated and retreated, abandoning their 
dead and wounded. Tho Ottoman lo»3 
wan small. 



Titos, July 20.— During the last twon- 
ty-one days tho bombardment of Kars by 

the Russians has been continued. An 

average of 2,000 shells per day has boon 
thrown inlo tho town, but many of them 
have fuiled to explode. Tho Turks fired 
18,000 shells during tho same time. Thoy 
havea sufficient supply of ammunition for 
125 days, including a stack of sheila which 
may bo exploded at tho rato of 500 each 
day. 

Mukhtar Pasha is reviofcualling Iho gar- 
rison and laying in additional storos of 
ammunition so that no forco the Rus- 
sians could possibly bring against it could 
reduoe Ears in any event in a shorter 
period than 12 months. 

Con8Tantinoi'i.u, July 22. --The Porto 
has communicated to tho British ombassy 
u dispatch from Plevna, stating that Os- 
mau Pasha had arrived thero on route to 
Nikopolis, aftor defeating tho Russians in 
two days fighting. 

The imperial yuohtlzzidin has left Con- 
stantinople with soiled orders. It was 
reported she had gone to bring back Mid- 
hfet Pasha. A dispatch from Malta to-day 
however, says tha Izzidin arrived hero 
with dispatches for tho Turkish consul, 
and in the afternoou proceeded to Crete. 

CoKSTANTiNorLu, July 22. — An Adiian- 
ople tolegram states that Raouf Pasha 
defeated the Russians on Friday and drovo 
them behind Yoni Sagrahra with a loss of 
3,000 mon. 

Portsmouth, July 22.— The Dispatch 
says men havo been working on the troop 
ships all day. It is reported 500 IroopB 
will bo despatched in I ho Euphrates on 
Thursday destination unknown, and that 
1,500 uioro will follow on Friday. 

BiinniN, July 23. — Tho Presse stales 
that in tho event of a disturbance in Con- 
stantinople the German floot in the Levant 
is iustruetod to act energetically for the 
protection of German interests in tho oust 
and nodess so far as the interests of tho 
Russians remaining in Turkey under 
the protection of Germany. 

Vienna, July 23.— A correspondent 
fays Mahomad Damad Pasha has assumed 
tho fnnotions of minister of war. It is 
stated that Abdul Kerim and Rodiff 
Pasha aro to bo exiled to Brcassa. Another 
telegram says they aro to bo tried. 

Peka. July 23 — Families p.ro preparing 
to leave Constantinople from fear of the 
vanquished army of irregulars retreating 
before tho Russian army. 

Much satisfaction is expressed in poli- 
tical circles at the action of the British 
cabinet for iho protection of British in- 
teipats iu the east. Tho Hungarian gov- 
ernment will very shortly follow tho ex- 
ample of England. 

Ministerial journals insist that Austri- 
an interests should be protected not only 
north of tho Balkans, but at Constanti- 
nonlo and in the Dardanelles. 

The departure of the Italian fleet has 
increased tho suspicion already entertain- 
ed by Iho Austrian cabinot regarding the 
policy of Italy.

The first impression that forced itself 
upon ins on arriving at th« dum was tho 
want of forethought in the selection of its 
Bite, whereby tho waters of the clear and 
beautiful Elk Lalce are conducted to the 
filter beds after undergoing u process of 
contamination in being mixed with tho 
stagnant waters of what is called Leaver 
Lake, but which could never have been, 
and certainly is not at tho present time, 
hotter than a swamp, as the luxurious 
growth of both surfnoo and bottom vege- 
tation fully testifies to, which ten times 
the amount of Alteration would fail to 
eradicate. The object of our visit was 
not, however, for the purpose of selecting 
another sito for the dam, but to decide on 
tho most suit.iblo way of repairing tho 
upper dam, which from tho amount of 
leakago is apparently little better than a 
seivo. 

The soh'omo (which I will call No. 1), 
and which tbo Council have apparently 
had under their consideration is, briefly, 
to build a coffer-dam ou Iho lako or upper 
side, run oft or pump out tho wafer be- 
tween tho face of tho masonry and the cof- 
fer-dam, and to rofnee tho masonry with 
brickwork. I examined the plan of the 
proposed coffer-dam prepared by the City 
Engineor, Mr. Walter Green, and al- 
though tho nature of tho bottom is not 
well suited for coffer-dnm purposes, being 
bare rock, I consider that with care in its 
construction and the substitution of 6-inch 
for 3-iuch sheeting, and ono or two slight 
alterations of detail, its erection by no 
means an impossibility. Tho coffer-darn 
being finished and tho water pumped out, 
tho rock at tho too of tho masonry should 
bo cleansed for a width of at least two 
feet of all silt and sand and excavated 
so that in vertical eectiou tho bottom 
should bo nt right angles to face of tho 
wall, nud oleiuvation the bottom should bo 
■topped up horizontally to suit the dip of 
tho rock. All tho joints in the face of the 
wall should be then raked or cut out for a 
depth of at least six inches, and groat 
oare should be exercised in doiiitf thin 
part of thu work thoroughly. A footing 
ooui'so of Portland cement concrete, two 
font in width, should then be laid against 
the face of tbo masonry and well grouted 
to it and t- lion Id ho brought up to the 
level of tho top of the pipes connecting 
the filter bed with tbo lake, on which a 
wall 15 inches in width, if composed of 
lire bricks, or 18 niche-, in width if of 
hammer-dressed Btono in courses, should 
bo built to tho andoraide of coping level. 
Tho bricks or stones should bo set in a 
composition of Portland cement and well 
grouted to the old wall with tlio samo 
ovorv foot in height, tho faco joints 
should bo afterwards neatly pointed with 
Dure cement. A recess should be left in 
tho concrete where. tho supply pipes pro- 
ject through tho v/all and an iron grating 
bo inserted to cover the mouth of each 
pipo, so as to prevent any vegetation or 
other matter passing to tho liher beds; 
the grating should be fixed flush with tho 
face of tho concrete so that tho attendant 
would havo no difficulty in passing down 
a scraper occasionally and removing any 
obstruction. 

Anothov Bcheme (No. 2), which natur- 
ally presents itself is to make use of tho 
present masonry dam as a coffer-dam and 
to erect a, wall inside which would bo per- 
fectly water tight. From the description 
given mo of the quantity of leakage, one 
stream being as large as a man's thigh, I 
fear tho satisfactory execution of such a 
work would, under tbo oirm,niBtarjoea, bo 
exceedingly difficult, and its effectiveneBB 
jljghly problematical. Unless, therefore, 
the contemplated repairs be thoroughly 
done, matters would bo no better than at 
present and tho expenditure but a wasto 
of money. In both soheraos, during the 
repairs, a oonstaut supply of water for 
Victoria oon bp maintained. Hchomo No. 
2 can only be entertained on tho nt 
Boqnoroy, whereas No, 1, whilst, en 



manner, will also afford tho opportunity 
of a water pipo or sluice, say threo foot in 
diameter, being inserted through tho cam. 
This should bo placed at as low a level as 
possible. Under existing cironmstancos 
tho water in tho lako can only bo lowered 
by a very slow procoss, and then only to 
a certain level; but had such a pipo as I 
refer to been inserted, as it ought to 
havo been for tho purpose of repairs in 
aaso of accident, when tho dam was built, 
tho necessity of the proposed cofferdam 
would not have arisen. On tho comple- 
tion of tho work I would recommend that 
tho cofferdam bo allowed to remain in situ; 
it will not only provent a quantity of silt, 
tea., getting into tho supply pipes, but 
Iho space between it and tho masonry will 
act admirably as a sottliug tank, wherein 
the greater iuipuritios in tho water would 
deposit themselves, which now find their 
way direct through tho supply pipes to 
the filter bods and which cannot but im- 
pair the oliiciency of tho wafer. 

I regret I had no opportunity of ex- 
amining the filter beds. Great care 
should bo taken in tho selection and 
cleaning of tho sand and gravel necessary 
for this purpose. With my somowhat 
limited knowledge of the locality it would 
perhaps bo premature on my part to 
propheoy, but I must express my belief 
from what I heard and from my own ob- 
servations, that in a very fow years the 
so-called Beaver Lako will bo entirely 
overgrown with vegetation. Should such 
ooour tho water, bad as it is now for 
drinking purposes, will bo worthless. 
Early measures should therefore bo taken 
to remove and keep down tho present 
luxuriant growth. 

In conclusion I beg to suggest that two 
or moro 12-inch sluico cocks ba provided 
for the purpose of sluicing tho mains bo- 
twoen the dam and Victoria. Let ono, 
say, be placed to empty into Swan Lako 
and thG other into Victoria Harbor. Tho 
latter might bo made available for flush- 
ing tlio seweis. I would further suggest 
to you tho desirability of extending tlio 
supply pine? from the dam to Elk Lako 
itself, v hence by avoiding tho known 
impurities of thi Beaver Lake water, I am 
certain a much purer quality could he 
obtained, and from which I have but lit- 
tle doubt tho supply for your fair city for 
years to come would bo oompleto.

Nanaimo versus Seattle Coal.

As it further evidence of tho superiority 
of Nanaimo coal over that taken out of tho 
Saultlo mines, we reproduce a report of 
tho experiments made by tho United 
States Government to ascertain tbo relative 
values ef tho different coals of tbo Pacific 
Slope as compared with a cord of oak 
wood.

It will thus bo seen 
by the showing of their own naval officers 
that Nanaimo coal is 25 per cent, in ad- 
vance of tho product of the Seattle mines, 
and not, as Mr. Goodyear would attempt, 
to make it out, 25 per cent, less as a pro- 
ducer of st- am.

It is tho 21st Artielo of Religion, and not 
the 27th, which ho has quoted ; and which 
says ''Genoral Councils may not bo ga- 
thered together without tho command- 
ment and will of princes." 

The 37th Article establishes the Queen's 
supremacy in England und other her do- 
minions. (See Articles of Religion, Book 
of Common Prayer.) By Canon 2 (1G03) 
to deny the supremacy of tho Crown is 
excommunication ipso facto.

Note.— Lay members form no part of a 
Synod of the Church of England, which 
is Cpnvocatlo Oleri, By 25 Hen, 8, c. 19, 
tho convocation is not only to bo assem- 
bled by tho king's writ, but tho Canons are 
to havo tho royal assent. Under tho 3 
and 4 Vict. o. 33, a bishop of a church— 
other than that of England— is subject to 
a penalty of £50 Tor preaohing iua Church 
of England. 

Query ? Is a bishop of a church "dis- 
connected with thu Slate," a bishop of the 
Church of England? 

The Apostolical Succession and Bishop 
Cridge— Archdeacon Wright makes 
Sundry Quotations. 

Editor Colonist: — My desire was to 
say no more tending thu sud schism in this 
dio oso, but tho letter published by you 
to-day requires that I placo facts before 
tho public. 

My onco old friend and respected bro- 
ther priost tho Lev. E. Cridgo has evi- 
dently some value for the apostolical suc- 
oesdon, for writing from Wisjonsin, Sept. 
14th, 1870, he says:— 

"My mission to England as perhaps you 
know had principle referenoo to tbo or- 
ders of tho church. It was deemed ex- 
pedient that tho bishops of this church 
should have consecration through the tra- 
ditional church.]' 

Again Jan. 18th, 1877, be speaks of "n 
duly ordained Ministry" and declares that 
his orders aro "in the successtonal sense" 
in no wise deficient. 

What are his orders ? Simply as fol 
lows:— Mr. Cridgo was consecrated July 
10th, 1870, by Bishop Cheney and Bishop 
Nicholson. Bishop Cheney, we are tola, 
was cousocratod by Bishop Cummins Deo, 
14th, 1873, six months before the deposi- 
tion of the latter (Juno 24th,1874) ; thoro- 
foro all is in order; hut tho consociation 
was invalid: 

1st. Because Cummins was then in 
ichism, having boon called to aocount by 
notice of Nov. 22ud, 1873; 2nd. Because 
the Rev. E. Cheney had boon "formally 
degraded from tho ministry of tho Church 
of God" on June 2nd, 1871. 

Further, Nicholson was oouseorated by 
Cummins at Philadelphia, Fob. 24th, 
1870. Thus, of tlio Rot. E Cri. go's cou- 
seorators ouo. Cheney, had been degraded 
from tho ministry of God in 1871, and 
therefore could do no valid act; while the 
other, Nicholson, having been consecrated 
by a Bishop deposed from all his right add 
pou>er,oould not bo a valid Bishop. Ergo, 
tho consecration of tho Rov. E. Cridgo 
was nnll and void, 

This is how the caso stands as regards 
Iho Church of England: That church re- 
pudiates the Cummins Bchisin and de- 
clares it to bo a sad and dangerous error 
with which it can havo nothing whatever 
to do. 

Some may set fortli that this discussion 
only stirs up strife. With thoan socking 
truth it lias quite,-; different efieot. 1 thank 
you for excluding from your columns 
all abuse. Any one can abuse. Tho press 
is not for virulence, but for honest reason- 
ing.

AN INSANE MURDERER. 



Further Particulars of the Tragedy on 
the Ukian Stage Hoad. 

A correspondent of tho Chronicle, writ- 
ing from Ultiah, Mendocino county, under 
date of July 17th, gives the further par- 
ticulars of tho double tragedy on tho Pot- 
ter valley and Ukiah stago recently: Con- 
aza bad been paying his attentions for 
some time to Mrs. Reynolds, who was a 
grass widow with two children. Some 
timo ago sho had tnkon sick, and Conaza 
nursed and cared for her until sho recov- 
ered, aftor which ho wanted to marry her. 
This sho declined to do, which aroused 
his jealousy to such a degree that ho de- 
termined to kill her. Last evening ho 
found out that sho was about to leave 
Ukiah and take up her residence iu Lower 
Lak, Lako county. Ho tried to get an in- 
torviow with her, which sho positively ro- 
f used, fearing that he might carry his 
former throats into execution. This 
morning sho took tho stago for Lakeport. 
Conaza went to a livery stablo, hiis.l a 
hoiso, and thou borrowed a pistol from a 
resident of this plnco, telling him ho was 
going out in the hills for a fow days. Ho 
started out ahead of tho stago, and on 
coming to a secluded point on the road hs 
dismounted, tied his horse in tho brush, 
out of view, and, rolling himself in tho 
Hand, lay tliero until tho stago cnnio 
along, when ho told tho driver (Mr. 
Ward) that his horde had thrown him and 
got away. The driver, fearing ho was 
badly hurt, told him to get into tho 
stage, at tho same timo telling a gentle- 
man to get out and look for his horse. 
The passenger jumped out and proceeded 
in tho direction iu which Conaza said his 
horse had gone, Conaza got into the 
stago and drew a revolver, saying, "This 
is what I came hero for." Ho caught Mrs. 
Reynolds by the hair with ono hand, plac- 
ing the revolver to her ear, (hod two shots 
in succession, killing her almost instant- 
ly. Tho woman was sitting on tho front 
seat with tho driver, bidding ber baby in 
her arms. Aftor receiving the fatal shots 
sho fell iu r -us tho driver's knees, tho 
blood from thu wounds saturating tho 
driver's cloth s and her child's body. 
Aftor committing the dastardly deed th- 
murderer jumped out of tho stage, stopped 
to the side of tho real, and placing tho 
pistol to his bead fired, tbo ball ontering 
llis nostril and lodging in his brain, cunn- 
ing instant death.— <S F. Ohroniele.
